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NEW PERILS OF WAR. 


“Por 


Wounds and Kesaultant Tetanus Cause 
Most Casualties. 


The ratio betwen deaths by dis- 
ease and deaths by wounds is revers- 
ed in the present war as compared 
with the Boer War. In South Africa 
disease was responsible for a large 
percentage of the casualties, whereas. 
in the trenches in France discase has 
been reduced to a negligible minimum. 
The wounds in the South African 
war were usually neat bullet holes, 
which looked as if made with brad- 
awls, while in the present struggle 
not only have shells and bombs 
brought new and terrible kinds of 
wounds, but a highly cultivated soil 
full of micro-organisms, such as te- 
tanus, have added new dangers to the 
most trivial kinds of fleshwound s. 

The difference between sources of 
casualties in the two wars was the 
subject. of a lecture before the Royal 
College of Surgeons by Sir Anthony 
Bowlby, who attended the King dur- 
ing his recent accident in France. He 
laid the destructiveness of modern 
warfare to close-range fighting and 
the use of high explosives. Shells 
have such varied effects that there 
are no typical shell wounds. Even 
rifle bullets tear the gissues badly, | 
owing to their terrific ‘velocity at 
short range. In Africa the bullets 
traveled a half mile or more and lost 
their force. Bombs and hand gre-' 
nades throw up large quantities of 
trench dirt, which enters the wounds 
and infects them. Men when wound- | 


considerably lessened the danger of 
infection. In the early days of the) 
war, before this means of passing un- 
der cover to the rear was tried, 
wounded men had to be kept in the 
advanced trenches until night afford- 
ed some protection -to the stretcher | 
bearers, for any attempt to collect 
the wounded in daytime drew ‘the 
enemy’s fire. One man he treated 
lay for 10 days before he could be! 
rescued and consequently lost both | 
feet as the result,of gangrene. Now 
the men are carried out of the trench- 
es by means of chair stretchers, 
which get around the corners. But 
men falling in front of trenches have 
to be rescued at night as formerly. 

Not only the time eclapsing before 
aid is received but the physical con- 
dition of the men due to lack of food, 
drink or sleep must also be taken in- 
to acount in estimating their chances 
of surviving.

Raising the Dairy Cow | 


A profitable cow cannot be raised in 
a year. It dates back to the ancestors 
and if they were unprofitable the 
chances are that their progeny wi! 
be unprofitable, and vice versa. Hav- 
ing bred right, the dairyman must 
start his feeding when the calf is 
the embryo stage, by properly car- 
ing for the mother, and then be pre- 
pared to care for and feed the young 
calf from the time it is dropped, the 
proper rations required to produce 
strong, lusty animal. It is well known 
that a neglected heifer calf never 
makes the most profitable dairy cow. 
The value of the calf at birth depends 
largely on its breeding, but the feed 
and care it receives while young is an 
important factor in deciding ‘ts fut- 
ure usefulness. 

Whether or not the calf is allowed 
to run with the cow the first tw or: 
three days is a matter of custom, but 
it should receive whole milk for the 
first two. weeks at least and then grad-, 
ually be made accustomed to skim-| 
milk. The change may be made at the! 
rate of one pound per day, and in-} 
creased until the calf is getting about 
fifteen pounds of skim-milk per day. 
Many feeders fail to have their calves 
do well when fed on skim-milk, arid} 
immediately decide that skim-milk is 
of little value as.a feed for calves.| 
Other feeders will point with pride to, 
a thrifty, sleek-looking calf, and be 
particular to mention that it was 
raised on skim-milk.

fresh meal and hay before the calf, 
After it has 
become accustomed to eating, only, 
as much as it will clean up, should be 
fed. A calf six weeks old will usual- 


‘ly eat from one-half to one pound of 


concentrates per day. An important 
point is to keep the feed box, pen and 
pails perfectly clean. With proper 
attention along with suitable grains 
and roughage, a thrifty calf should 
gain from one-and-one-half to two 
pounds per day. The aim should not 
be to fatten the calf, but to keep it 
in a vigorous, growing condition, |

If the calf is dropped in the fall it 
will be able to go on pasture in the 
spring and look after itself. If it is 
a spring calf, it will be best to keep 
it in the stable or paddock all sum- 
mer in order that it may receive at- 
tention. As a yearling, the beat win- 
ter quartera will be to run a number 
of them loose in a large box stall or 
sheltered shed. It need not be too 
warm, as nature will supply them 
with a coat of hair. sufficient to keep 
them warm. Silage, roots and good 
clover hay, with a little salt and 
plenty of water, will bring them 
through the winter in prime condition.. 
The heifers should be bred to drop 
their first calf at about thirty months 
of age, and then milked as near the. 
full year as possible, it being ¢claim- 
ed that a heifer that is only milked 
seven or eight months the first lact- 
ation period will have a tendency to 
go dry in succeeding years after 
milking about that length of time. 

It is a good plan to frequent! 
handle the heifer before she freshens 
the first time. Less trouble - will 
then be experienced in getting her ac- 
customed to being milked. As the 
dairy animal is more or leas of a nery- 
ous disposition, kindness at all times 
is essential if the highest returns are 
to be secured. The cow will also give’ 
a larger flow of milk throughout the 
year if fed and milked at regular in- 
tervals.—-Farmer’s Advocate. 


Good Stable Arrangement. 
Owing to the scarcity of efficient 
farm help and also to lessen the cost 
of winter milk production, we have 


‘found it necessary to have the stable 
‘equipped as conveniently as possible. 


In our stable the cows stand in two 
running lengthwise of. the 


same alley, which I think reduces the 
work of feeding a great deal. We 
have a silo at each end of the feed al- 
ley, the silage being thrown directly 
from the silo into a feed truck and 
from‘this is pitched into the man- 
gers. 

The different grains are mixed in 
the granary overhead, coming down 
a chute into another feed truck, 


which can be wheeled to wherever re- 


quired, thus doing this part of the 
feeding with as few unnecessary 
steps as possible. The cattle are wa- 
tered from individual basins, which 
are supplied from a tank in the barn, 
the water being pumped to this with a 
small gasoline engine. 

The stable being reasonably wide 
gives ample room behind each row of 
cows to drivet hrough with the ma- 
nure spreader, and in this way the 
manure is hauled directly to the field 
and spread with very little extra 
labor. ‘ 

By using these few conveniences, 
an abundance of light, good, ventila- 
tion, and punctuality, winter dairy- 
ing becomes more of a pleasure than 
a drudge.—Gordon Harrison in Farm

THE WEEK’S DEVELOPMENTS IN THE WAR. 

The past week has seen more activity on the Western front for some time past. The Germans attacked the 
British lines in the vicinity of Ypres and carried the front line trenches along.a front of something like 800 
yards, These trenches have changed hands many times and, in fact, this section of the front is said to have 
been: called the International front. Part of the ground has been regained. The Canadians participated in the 
fighting and are said to have repulsed all attacks with comparatively slight-loss. 

The outstanding feature of the war news this week, however, has been the capture by the Russians of the 
fortress of Erzerum, together with something like 1,000 guns and immense supplies. The position was taken 
by frontal attack after a five days’ siege. This event is the most important recent development in the war 
operatiéns™’ The Russians are reported to be striking southward with a view to cutting off the retreating Turk- 
ish garrison. British reinforcements are on their way to meet the British relief expedition in Mesopotamia. 
In the meantime the beleagured British force at Kut-el-Amara is reported to be successfully holding the 
position and to have ample supplies for some time to come. 

Rumania has taken a position very much more favorable to the Entente Allies. Germany has resorted to 
threats in an attempt to keep that country neutral, but as soon as Russia can get her troops in such a position 
as to ensure Rumaria against invasion it seems probable that Rumania will throw in her lot with the Allies. 
She has much to gain by an attack on Bulgaria and her assistance would do much to turn the scale in the 
Balkans.

GERMANY HAS SPENT 
~ $7,500,000,000 ON WAR 
A despatch from London says: 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Reginald

It has raged 
not only in this country, but the news- 
papers tell us, in Europe also. Now 
there are two things that are certainly 
trues of grippe: It. is perhaps the 
most contagious disease there is, and 
almost any precautions are justifiable 
to avoid it. Although it is very easy 
to catch it, there is no possible justi- 
fication for believing, as some persons 
ido, that because it is prevalent they 
‘must have it. For the sake of 
‘others, if not for our own sake, we 
ought to exercise the most anxious 
leare to avoid Raving and spreading 
ithe disease. ’ 

Grippe is not only bad to have; it is 
‘often worse after we have had it— 
‘if an Hibernicism is pérmissible. It 
‘is one of those exasperating disorders 
‘that drag an endless train of troubles 
‘after it. It seems to be cured, its 
‘victims get up, stop taking medi- 
cine, and return to their normal oceu- 
|pations. ‘Then months afterward- 
they acknowledge that they have 
| never really felt well since the origin- 
‘al attack. That is true of cases that 
did not seem especially severe at the 
time, as well as of those alarming 
cases that are complicated with pneu- 
monia or with serious ear or throat 
.trouble. In fact, the more serious on- 
sets are usually more carefully treat- 
‘ed than the lighter ones, and it ts 
| often the people who will not take a 
week to get well who are later obliged 
to take a year. 
| We need not think that we must 
call on our friends when we have the 
grippe. We de not think it unfeel- 
ing to avoid them when they have 
‘scarlet fever or smallpox, and the 
‘game rule is good with grippe. Teach- 
‘ers should avoid their sick pupils, 
, and sick parents should avoid their 
‘children; kissing ought to be practiced 
‘very sparingly in grippe times, for 
‘the diwease ix very frequently spread 
|by means of kisses. The unge 
‘cough or sneeze is respohsible for 
jalmost as many cases; that is why 
| street cars, shops and all crowded 
public places are places of danger. 
Unfortunately,*many of us have not 
yet learned that we break the golden 
rule every time we sneeze without tak- 
‘ing every precaution to keep it a 
‘strictly private matter.

German scientists who have investi- 
gated the wood of trees for use as

ordinary breadstuffs report that wood 
large quantities of ‘ sugar, 
starch, and oil, and small quantities 
of albumen, particularly in the win- 
ter months. The food elements are 
found principally in the twigs and 
sapwood of the tree.

survey of the national history. They 
had received divine messages through- 
out their annals, dhd had always neg- 
lected the message and persecuted the 
messenger. Stephen .is applying 
afresh the parable of the wicked hus- 
bandmen. But for them “the most 
unkindest cut of all” was in his de- 
claration that they had “not kept” 
the law of which they were so proud. 
Like Paul (Gal. 3. 19), Stephen holds 
the usual Jewish view that the law 
was delivered by angels; later re- 
flection on the awful holiness of God 
tended to explain the naive theophan- 
ies of earlier records as appearances 
of angels. Cut-—Literally, “were be- 
ing sawn asunder in their hearts, and 
were gushing,” etc.; the verbs des- 
cribe their emotions through the part 
of the speech summarized in verses 51 
53. Heart is a little misleading to 
us, for it includes more than our 
word implies. Stephen never touched 
their heart, in our sense; he roused 
every passion, stung pride and big- 
otry to fury, till all around the as- 
sembly could be heard the physical 
signs of a wild-beast rage. 

65. Being—A stronger verb is used 
which reminds us that this is no new 
influx of “Holy Spirit” bringing the 
beautific vision. It had been with him 
in full measure all through. Jesus— 
The human’ name is very significant. 
Here only is he standing at the right 
hand; he has risen from his throne 
to welcome his first martyr.

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| YARNS MADE FROM PAPER PULP 
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Factory Spins Threads for Gas 
Mantles or Ships’ Cables. 


London has, no doubt, added many 
‘new industries to its list since. the 
war began, but few, perhaps, of great- 
er importance and fascinating inter- 

| est than that of paper. spinning and 
bere 

I have had the opportunity of see- 
ing some wonderful things in the way 
of yarns and textiles manufactured 
from paper pulp, and also of seeing a 
demonstration plant at work spinning 
threads of paper into twine fine enough 
for gas mantles and strong enough to 
hold a ship, writes a London corre- 
spondent. 

This wonderland is to be found in 
Southwark and at the works of the 
Textilite Engineering Company, 
which is now supplying British-made 
machinery, made according to ita pat- 
ents, for the manufacture of every 
kind of thing imaginable which for- 
merly was made of hemp and jute and 
flax. 

“The things you see around you,” 
said Mu. George Seaton Mills, the 

managing’tirector of the company, 
“are new, and yet they are not new.

He told 
them that be was a Roumanian’ who 
had been tn Servia when attacked by 
the Germans and bad been impressed 
into the Servian army. He had been 
wounded in the leg and while in the 
hospital had found a way to escape. 
fie was.on his way home. 

The men refused to let him pase 
without a thorough examination, for 
they had been stationed on the road to 
make sure that there should be no 
communication between the armies tty- 
ing to effect a junction. They took off 
every bit of his clothing and, after 
examining it thoroughly, burned it, In- 
cluding his hat and bis shoes and the 
staff on which te leaned. They even 
combed his hair. When they were sat- 
isfied that he bore no message they 
procured him clothing from a farm- 
house in which they made their head- 
quarters and, cutting him a cane from 
a tree, let him pass on. :

When one realizes that in this part 
of England alone, we have some sixty | 
or seventy Canadian hospitals, that | 
we ote hospitals in France,in Egypt. 
in or near Saloniki, and in Italy and 
the isles of Greece. Whether or not 
we have Canadian soldiers in all of! 
but we know 
we have our C_A.M.C. men and sisters, | 

Just at present Tam on duty at one | 
of our Convalescent Homes. Tn Wal- 
mer we have the Canadian War Hos- | 
pital with accomincdation for one} 
hundred and fifty patients. 

n Deal, the adjoining town, there} 
are four other hogpitals or homes each 
with accommodation for from fifty to) 
one hundred and fifty patients. 

We are on the south coast and right 
cn the sea. We see the boats that are | 
tied up here, neutral ships so called. | 
On the sands lie the wrecks of three} 
of the ships recently mined or hit by 
submarine, one being a hospital ship 
on which several nurses with their 
soldier patients were lost. 

From this Home 1 could tell you) 
many stories of the brighter side of | 
the life of the soldier. 

A number of our patients belong to 
the Sth, the l0th and the 16th, the lat- 
ter being the Seaforth Highlanders 
from British Columbia, the 10th from 
town Calgary and the surrounding 
county, and the &th from Winnipeg. 
including the 90th or ‘The Little Blac 
Devils.” 

One of the 90th has a badly shat- 
téred left arm; the doctors have graft- 
ei inté the bone part of the leg of a 
rabbit. What the result will be time 
will tell. The man goes about cheer- 
ful and happy, never complaining, al- 
ways has a smile and a pleasant word | 
for @veryone. 

One of the 16th was “assed” and 
was blind for two antla half wonthe,, 
now has fairly good right, thanks to 
the wonderful skill of some of the eve 
specialists in Belfast. He is partly 
deaf owing to concussion from yada 
shelling, and has lost all his teeth, yet 
he is the life of any party. Tonight 
he has gone to assist at an entertain- 
ment for sick and wounded British 
soldiers as he is an excellent entertainer 
The effort may tell on him and he will 
suffer tonight. but it is part of the 
game and he is willing to pay the 
price. 

One of iny patients, a sergeant of 
the Sth er AP told me how when 
yolunteers were called for to take am-

Look at France. Before the trib- 
ulations of the FranceGerman War, 
what was her state. Outwardly pros- 
perous, but inwardly rotten. She 
lost lives, treasure, provinces; but the 
effect of the war has been that 
France is rejuvenated, and is vastly 
different from the France of 1870. Sne 
is sound, strong and has taken to her- 
self new, life, because she has been 
purged by war. 

Russia was a barbaric Empire at 
the time of the Crimea. That war 
stirred Russia, and the Japanese War 
woke her up completely.

Russians in a Virtual Co-operation

A despatch from Petrograd says: 
The Russian troops in Persia are now 
so far advanced toward the Mesopo- 
tamian frontier that they may be 
said to be in virtual co-operation with 
the Britsh at Kut-el-Amara; where 
General Townsend’s forces have been 
‘beseiged for several months, and the 
campaign against Bagdad has be- 
eome two-fold, with the likelihood of 
the Russians being as important a 
factor in the Mesopotamia operations 
as their allies. 

Before the Russian penetration 
through the mountain passes of the 
Kermanshah region it was generally
